‘Mr. Tam Woon-tong, Chairman of 
the Board of Directors, in his ad- 
dress of welcome to His Excel.

spected the premises of this In- 
stitution ‘yesterday. '

Mr, A, E, Wood, Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs, were met at the 
entrance by the Hon. Sir Shou-son 
Chow, the senior Chinese member 
of the Legislative Counci) and one 
of the Permanont Directors of the 
Po Leung Kuk, Mr. Tam Woon- 
tong and other Perninnent Direct- 
ors. 

After a tour of the, premises 
was carried out, Mr, Tam: Woon- 
tong said: ; . 

Wo are most grateful to Your 
ExceJlency for this visit which is 
‘evidence of the kindly . interest 
Your'Excellency takes in the poor 
women and children, thus confer 
ring great benefit on the com- 
munity; Wo are also grateful to 
the Hon. Mr. A. E. Wood, the 
Secretary for Chinese Affairs, and 
to Lady Chow, Mrs. Kotewall and 
Mrs. Ts'o for their monthly visits, 
during which they impart to the 
inmates of this institution much 
valuable adyice and guidance. 
To the Permanent Directors, too, 
our thanks are due for their un- 
failing assistance and co-opera~ 
tion. ‘

His Excellency’s Speech, 


His Excellency spoke a few 
words in reply to Mr. Tam and 
his speech was translated into 
Chinese by ‘the Hon, Mr, R. H. 
Kotewall, C.M.G., LL.D., who was 
among those present. ; 

His. Excellency thanked -the 
Directors of the Po Leung Kuk’ 
for thelr welcome and said he had 
wanted to inspect this Institution, 
of which he had heard so much. 
There were similar institutions in 
Malaya, but they were official 
ones, whereas. the Hongkong Po 
Leung Kuk, ‘like the Tung’ Wah 
and other hospitals, was imainly 
maintained by -the private funds 
of the’ Chinese community. 

Continuing, Sir William inform- 
ed the gathering that -he had an 
opportunity recently of reporting 
to the Secretary of State for. the 
Colonies his appreciation of the 
good work done by the Chinese 
merchants in connexion with the |. 
welfare of women and children 
and of the general good work done 
by the leading Chinese in public 
matters, - : : 

He was particularly pleased to 
hear that the girls"of the Institu- 
tion were taught sewing and knit- 
ting, as Lady. Peel was very, much: 
interested ‘im, such works. He: 
could promise. them: that they 
would soon receive ao visit from 
Lady Peel, who used to visit re- 
gularly the Po Leung Kuk ‘at 
Kuala Lumpur, and took a very 
keen interest in sewing, knitting 
and tapestry. He was: quite eure 
‘that she. would take an equally 
keen interest in the Po Leung Kuk 
and similar institutions in the 
Colony. ; 

As regards the new site for the 
Po Leung Kuk, went on His Ex- 
cellency, he was not yet able to 
express an opinion on the matter. 
The Hon. Secretary. for Chinese 
Affairs, Mr. Wood, had pointed out 
to him the new site,chosen by the 
Directors but he could not make 
any definite promise as to what he 
would do nas he knew nothing of 
the views of his technical ad- 
visors. At any rate, the choice of 
a new site had his sympathy and 
he would do anything he could to 
help in finding’ a suitable site for 
the purpose. © 

In conclusion, His Excellency, 
in the name of the Government, 
thanked the directors of the Po 
Leung Kuk on the splendid work 
they had done. Bo anes yee 
aeenaeae e served by ; ‘ ae 
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Education, 


In the performance of our dutics 
we have observed the rules and 
traditions of the — institution. 
| About three years ayo, realising 
the importance of xiving the wo- 
men and girls of the Po Leung 
Kuk, who generally come from the 
poorer classes and have not had 
any education, a chance of earn- 
ing a livelihood when they. leave 
the institution, Mrs. Southorn in 
collaboration with Mrs, Kotewall 
made arrangements for teaching 
them some ‘handiwork. During 
these years Mrs. Kotewall has 
been assiduous in her attendance 
and in personaly teaching the 
girls sewing and knitting. 

My fellow-Directors and I ure 
no‘less keen on this important 
work: we have recently engaged: 
a lady-teacher who comes in the| 
day time to teach the girla sew-| 
ing and knitting, ‘besides ‘an 
elomentary _ Chinese,’ education. 
The twelve Directors for the.cur- 
rent year have, among themselves, 
subscribed $1,000 for the purchase 
of materfals for the purpose, 50 
that the funds of the institution 
need not be drawn. upon. Though 
the lady-teacher hag been at work 
for only two months, some good 
result ig already in evidence. 


At Leighton, Hill, 


For some years the need of a 
more congenial and more, spacious 
site for the Po Leung Kuk has 
been much felt, but unfortunately 
no suitable gite could be found. 
However, the Directors have | re- 
J cently found.a piece of land on 
Leighton Hill Road, which seems 
very suitable for the purpose, be- 
ing easy of access.and hear to the 
Tung Wah Eastern Hospital. A 
plan of the site has been handed 
to the Hon, Secretary for Chinese 
Affairs who, I understand, has 
submitted it to Your Excellency. 
It is our earnest hope that Your 
Excellency” will be yood enough to 
approve of the site at an early 
dute, and algo grant a sum of 
money to meet the cost of the 
building. : 

The Po Leung Kuk has been in 
existence for over thirty, years. 
Its, good work is well known in 
the Colony. The time has come 
when it should be developed and 
improved; but. this desirable end 
could not bé attained unless a 
building grant were made by the 
Government.

{By Edward S. Bye : 


. The prospective investor will do 
well to Jimit his: investments in 
aviation enterprises to those com- 
panies ‘which have a long record 
of achievement behind them, or 
holding companies controlling a 
well rounded group of organiza- 
tions the permanency of which -is 
asgured ‘by past accomplishments. 

New Moncey. . 

The most significant factor of 
the industry. for 1929 was the vast 
amount of new money that was 
poured into aviation, and the many 
mergers which were consummat- 
ed, In the last 18 months, some 
60 ‘formerly independent com- 
panies -haye been merged into 
“Big Four," composed of tho 
Curtiss-Wright | Corporation,’ the 
Aviation Corporation of America, 
the United Aircraft and Trans- 
port Company, and the Detroit 
Aircraft Corporation. Each of 
these companies controls a well 
rounded gtoup of from 10 to 20 
organizations ’ specializing in 
various lines of manufacture 
and operation, There are still 
some 20, strong independent com- 
panies that have enough reputa- 
tion and financial backing to’meet 
the larger roups in any period 
of competition. In view of the 
stock market: situation, it is not 
probable that there will be much 
further consolidation during the 
present year except possibly in. the 
naecessory or raw: material fields. 

The industry is now going 
through the third stage of its 
development. From the time of 
the Wright brothers’ first flight 
unti}-Colonel Lindbergh's flight in 

1927, aviation way going through 

- engineering development. 
During this period, the basic 
aerodynamic . problems wert 
devoted, to meeting problems of 
efficient production.. The latter 
half of 1928 and 1929 saw nearly 
600,000,000 = dollars of new 
financing poured jnto . various 
aviation enterprises, the merger 
of many companies, and the intro- 
duction of more highly efficient 
business management. we 

We now approgch 1930,’ when 
the main emphasis will be laid on 
efficient merchandising,and selling 
the public and the business man 
on the practical time and money- 
saving value of flying. Until the 
last -six months, acroplane sales 
took care of themselves, but now 


with more diseriminating buyers 


und the ready market from com- 
mercial operators and transport 
lines well covered, the. industry 
has had ‘to branch out and seek 
new purchasers.” Up to the last 
year, not more than five com- 
panies had . developed anything 
like ‘a wide distributing organiza- 
tion, Now every company is 
making: efforts to establish dealers 
and’ distributors .in. wll parts,

Financing plans have recently 
been put into effett by the better 
established companies, and it is 
now as easy’to finance the. pur- 
chase of an acroplane as it is to 
buy an automobile out of income 
instead of enpital. 

Every few months we sec some 
atatement predicting: that in the 
future we will all have “flivwer” 


planes parked alongside our auto-| : 


mobiles in our garages, that soon 
we. will. be flying ‘directly to the 
roofs of our ‘office buildings, and 
other startling - developments. 
Such things may come in the next 
xeneration, but it is doubtful if 
the readers of this article will 
aver ‘witness much ‘change in 


design 
What of the Future? 

It is a..brave man‘indeed who 
is willing to make any predictions 
as ‘to what the future holds in 
store. for aviation, hut there are 
some things” that stand out as 
fairly certain. In spite of all the 
many new developments: in the 
field of acronautics, it is doubtful 
if we will.see much basic change 
in ‘aeroplane design in. the next 
few years, Improvements | and 
refinements, of course,’ will be 
made. These will, increase: the 
speed und carrying eapacity; | re- 
duce the length of run required to 
land’ and take-off,‘give more com- 
fort and.even greater reliability. 
We will see many spectacular 
experiments In the next few years, 
but our present modern planes in- 
corporate the features that make 
for. safe, dependable operation. 
The engineering departments of 
several of the larger aeroplane 
manufacturing companies are 
working on radically different 
designs, but it will be m 
before any of them wi. 
through the engineering develop- 
ment necessary to bring them te 
the point of safe, practical appli- 
cation to air trave). 

The present year .will see the 
aviation industry settled on a
